Uuder 
the law jurisdiction of the offense was vested 
in the superior court of Hall county, and it 
came on for trial at the September term of 
1830, before the Hon. Charles Dougherty, the 
then presiding judge. He was found guilty 
and sentenced to be hung. ‘‘The United States 
supreme court issued its mandate forbidding 
the execution. When the day fixed for the 
execution arriyed Judge Dougherty proceeded 
to Gainesville and stood by the sheriff as he 
conducted the hanging.”’ An eye-witness to 
this hanging said to me that Corn T'assels rode 
up to the gallows sitting on his coffin,ascended 
the low scaffold without a tremor, and talked 
with great calmness to the crowd around, five 
hundred of whom were Indiens. After he was 
dead his body was given to his friends, and he 
was buried near Gainesville. On this occasion 
a conflict was antictpated by the whites, and 
a strong guard was provided, but the Indians 
made no demonstration whatever, and peace- 
ably dispersed after Tassels was buried. 

This disregard of the order of the supreme 
court was never officially noticed by the gov- 
ernment, doubtless owing to its complicated 
relations with South Carolina at the time.

‘‘HARNAGE.”’ 

After Georgia extended her criminal law 
over the Cherokee country the first superior 
court was held at “‘Harnage,’”’ in now Pickens 
county. Harnage was so called from the man 
who settled the place, and his house was for a 
long time a sort of public inn,where the moun- 
tain wayfarers, stock drovers from Kentucky 
and Tennessee, sought and found shelter. 
The old Harnage house fronted north and 
south, and was astory anda half high. The 
west main room was built of hewn logs, 18x24, 
weatherboarded and ceiled inside. The east 
room was framed and was 18x20. There was 
& plazza on the frout with shed rooms at either 
end. « The back piazza was the same as in 
front, and one of these back shed rooms 
was the dining room. An L was used as 
kitchen. This house, which has long been 
pulled down, ouce occupied the present site of 
Colonel Stephen C.: Tate’s beautiful mountain 
home, and was in four hundred yards of the 
great quarries of the Georgia Marble works. 

The first court was held in this house in 
February, 1832, the Hon. Charles Dougherty 
presiding, and Mr. Turner T. Tripp solicitor- 
general. The jurors were drawn from all seo- 
tions of this then immense county. The next 
superior court was held at ‘‘Etowah,’’ now 
Canton. 

3 JOHN ROSS, 

whose Indian name was ‘‘Koowes-Koowe,”’ 
became the chief of the Cherokee nation in 
1828, and was the leader of the anti-removal 
party. He was a half-breed, with Scotch blood 
in his veins, it is said, and was born toward 
the close of the eighteenth century. He lived 
at what was called ‘‘DeSota Town” years ago, 
but what is now the fourth ward of the present 
city of Rome. The site can be seen to this 
day, but the buildings have long since er 

eared. He was an educated man, shrewd in 

usiness, taciturn and implacable in tempera- 
ment. He exerted a most powerful influence 
over his people. He married twice and had 
two sets of children. His first wife was a fuil- 
blooded squaw, a woman of strong character, 
with bitter race prejudices, and was a most 
valuable power in the life of her distinguished 
husband, often acting as a medium of com- 
munication betweea him and his people. His 
second wife was a Miss Staples, of Tulliqua, 
Indian territory. Children by both of these 
marriages still liye in the Indian territory, 
and some of them are distin-

“John Ross served anotice on the governor and 
attorney-general of the state of Georgia that 
the Cherokee Nation, on the 5th of March, 
1831, would, by their counsel, move the su- 
preme court of the United States to restrain 
the state of Georgia from enforcing her laws 
within the territory of the Cherokee Nation.

Ridge 
lived in a two-story frame house, containin 

eight or ten rooms, part of which is still stand- 
ng. 

Major Ridge’s house was of hewn logs, 
weather-boarded and ceiled. It contained 
eight rooms. The doors and window facings 
were of solid walnut made in Nashville, and 
the knobs and locks were of the finest kind. 
The left hand front room up stairs was Miss 
Sally’s, and was finished up with wainscotings 
and panellings and was fixed up like it was 
for ‘‘a queen,’ 80 tradition says, The house 
contained a roomy cellar done up in asu- 
perior masonry. The house faced the 
Oostanaula, and from the front door the 
ground sloped most beautifully to the river, 
where Ridge had aferry. It was not more 
than one hundred yards from the house to the 
river. The bluff is high where the house 
stands. but for all that, at high water the 
streams almost came up to the door. 
Mr. A. A, James now occupies the 
famous old house and he has 
remodeled it into a charming 
modern residence. Three of the original oak 
trees are yet on the grounds. The kitchen 
stood at the north side of the house and was 
attached by a covered entry. A 
carriage-house and negro cabins also were con- 
venient for the master’s use. It is said the rea- 
son the union army did not entirely destroy 
the hvuse was becauso the logs were so well 
put up they could not well be torn down. 

An account of Major Ridge’s tragic 
death, as well as that of his son, 
John, will hereafter appear. These little 
sketches of Ross and Ridge give us a glimpse 
of the leaders of the removal! and anti-removal 
a among the Cherokees.

Tis he, the same, who doesisuch fine shoot- 
and riding in the Wild West show, who 
carried thirty-five hundred settlers into the 
promised land of Oklahoma on the 22d of 
last.

Pawnee Bill left his home at Bloomington, 


fil, in 1876, at the age of sixteen. At Wichita, 
Kan., he joined the outfft of Trapper Tom and 
went west into Indian territory. : 

After being in the territory a short while, 
Senator David Davis got him an appointment 
as secretary to the Indian agent at Bear Creek, 
Pawnee agency. He soon learned the ‘awnee 
language, and was made interpreter. While 
there, a drunken Indian tried 

TO TAKE HIS SCALP, 

and came very near succeeding. Pawnee Bill 
still] wears the scar where the tomahawk struck 


him in the side of his head. 

Pawnee Billis known in the Indian terri- 
tory as “the white chiefofthe Pawnees.”’ 
They honor him as a man of almost superhu- 
man powers and talent. — 

Yesterday while talking with Pawnee Bill 
in his tent, he related the experience which 
first made the Pawnees his eternal iriends. 

A BLOODY FIGHT. 

“Tt was in the fall,’’ he said, as he lighted 
his tomahawk pipe and reclined on a Buffalo 
robe, “a slight snow had fallen, I was located 
on my ranch, fifty miles south of Fort Reno, 
Indian territory. One evening as I was pre 

ing supper in stalked thirty Pawnee braves 
nfull war paint. Not a word was spoken but 

Tcould see something was wrong. Each car- 
riedagunand knife. I ‘was, however, aware 
that [ was in no danger as_ this tribe was par- 
ticularly friendly with me. After  eat- 
ing everything they could cet 
their hands on, they informed 
methata larger party of Sioux had run off 
their horses, aud my assistance was desired to 
recover them. I had nothing to do, so decided 
to undertake the work, The moon came up 
early, and we started about 10 o’clock. Ten 
miles south we struck the trail and camped. 
The robbers had been followed tothis point 
during the day. At early dawn the trail was 
taken up. We traveled rapidly. The drove 
of horses left a broad trail, and we had no dif- 
ficulty in following them. From the hovf- 
marks ii was evident the Sioux were travoling 
rapidly. 

“Five miles further south they changed 
their course, 2nd my acquaintance with the 
country told me at once they were heading for 
the timber. We left the trail and headed di 
rectly for the timber. We reached the woods 
about 3 o’clock in the afternoon. 

SCOUTS WERE SENT OUT 

in all directions, and at dusk we discovered 
the enemy. We determined to await antil 
morning to make the attack. The Sioux came 
into the timber worn out with their long 
march. Camp was struck immediately, and 
from their careless manner it was quite evident 
they anticipated no pursuit. They numbered 
fifty strong—twenty more than in our party. 

We had the advantage and proposed to keep 
it. They had nearly five hundred fine horses 
stolen from different parts of the country. « 

The Indians were soon asleep, except five 
sentinels left to watch the horses. We knew 
they must be disposed of first, for fear they 
would stampede the bunch. The plan of at- 
tack was quickly formed. It was to occur at 
the break of dawn. All but three of the 
Pawnees were to creep up as close as_ possible 
to their sleeping enemies, while the three were 
to attend to those at the head. The moment 
an outcry was given from the herders 

THE FIGHT WAS TO BEGIN. 

“T had my Winchester and revolver, but 
did not propose to engage in the fight, as I was 
satisfied the battle would be easily won. But 
Iwas mistaken. All but one of the Sioux at 
the horses were dispatched by the wily Paw- 
nees without an outcry. The fifth fellow was 
on the alert,and a wild cry, the last one he ever 
uttered, warned his comrades of their danger. 
They jumped as one maa from their scanty 

ds, weapons in hand, ready for the fray. 

“But the Pawnees were ready and the force 
of Sicux were short fifteen men by the first 
fire. 

THEIR FIERCE NATURE, 

though, was fully aroused, and they fought 
with the spirit of desperation. The Pawnees 
were slowly losing their ground. and I became 
aware that uniess I took a hand, the game was 
lost. Thus far I had not been observed. The 
battle was waged on foot. I unstrung my 
rifle and dashed foward on my horse firing at 
every jump. The Sioux were surprised. The 
rattle of a Winchester sounded to their 
excited minds like the roar of a 
thousand guns. They fell back and before 
they could recover the Pawnees were again 
upon them and they fled in terror, pursued by 
the Pawnees. Hardly one escaped. The 
horses were gathered up and we returned in 
triumph. I was carried to their camp and 
since that day the tribe has remained my firm 
friend,’ 

IN THE SHOW BUSINESS. 

Pawneo Bill went with Buffalo Bill’s show in 

4, Carrying with him a dozen Pawnee In- 
dians, He remained: with Buffalo Bill two 
years. Then he went back to his big ranch in 
southern Kansas. Last year he run a wild 
west show of his own, which he carried 
through the north. 

_ Pawnee Bill is thoroughly familiar with the 
lives and customs of the varions tribes of In- 
dians located in Indian territory. 

“THE CHEROKEES,”’ 
he says, “are the most intelligent and best 
@ducated of all the Indians. ©They live 


just like the white people in the 
Btates ; have their handsome homes, 
Sand every home has a piano, and 


by the way, I have seen many Cherokee In- 
dian girls who can perform on the piano equal 
to these expert musicians I hear playing in 
the main building. They have their car- 
tiages and horses, and in fact everything that 
g0¢s to make life a pleasure. Their nation is 
f0verned similar to the government of 
the United States. They have a 
President, cabinet and congress, and 
ou would be surprised to see what 
rainy men the leaders among the 
Cherokees are. Again, they are the wealthi- 
est race of people on earth in proportion to 
ulation. I believe it is thirty or forty dol- 
that every man, woman and child gets a

TOPICS OF TRADE, 


Supplies Adequate for All Demands—C ollec- 
tions Satisfactory. 


New York, October 25.—The following is 
R. G. Dun & Co.'s weekly review of trade for the 
week ending Saturday, October 26th; 
Tae money market has become more easy, with 
prospects that serious disturbance this season is no 
longer to be apprehended. Banksare running with 
narrow reserves, and artificial stringency may at 
any time be expected, but the movement of crops 
has been heavy, Inthe natural course of events, 
the return of money to this center should soon be- 
gin, and the poss:bility of a foreign drain seems 
moreimminent. The Bank of England gained last 
week $270,000 and the Bank of France $230,000 in 
gold. There is a little more stringency at Omaha, 
less at Cleveland and active demand, with a con- 
servative tone, at Chicago, but otherwise the mar- 
kets, west and south, 

ALL REPORT SUPPLIES ADEQUATE 
for legitimate needs. Philadeiphia finds money 
hard to get, but commercial paper moves at 6 to 744 
in fair amount, and at Boston more paper is offering 
at 5 to 6 per cent and upwards, with manufacturing 
loans at 4; to 44. 

Collections are unusually satisfactory at almos 
all points, though some places note tardiness be- 
cause farmers hold back products for betier prices. 

The volume of trade, fair for the season, at all 
points is greater than a rear ago, though the aggre- 
gate of bank clearings outside of New York exceed 
last year’s but two percent. Trade in food and gro- 
ceries is good, but mackerel and cod are scarce. 
Philude! phia notes more ac tivity in clothing, a good 
trade in liquors and moderate sales of chemicals at 
better prices, 


THE WOOL TRADE 
has been the largest here for a long time, and more 
active at Boston, where sales were 3,100,000 pounds, 
but full at Philadelphia. 

Iron grows stronger, the Thomas company having 
aivanced in prce$l A demand from Canada and 
fromm Mexico is felt, foreign prices being high. Bar 
iron is firm, blooms and billets feverish, and rails 
are £31.50 to $32, orders already booked for 1890 
amounting to75,000 tonsor more. Copper is steady, 
Tin is ashade lower, and lead not to 3.75 by 
expectation of large Mexican supply. 

THE COAL TRADE 
is dull this week, and has accomplished nothing be- 
yond fixing upon 3,000 900 tons as the output for 
Norember; sales genarally at $3,990, 

Liquidation in wheat continues with prices three 
cents lower than a week ago aud sales of 65,000,000 
busbels here, 

PORK IS WEAK 
and in hogs the decline bas been sixty cents per 100 
pounda Oi has risen three cents. Coffee is un- 


changed and sugar is again  lowe?. Cotton 
continues down, receipts exceeding those of 
the saine week last year by forty 


thousand bales, and exports thirty thousand bales, 
and while there has been a touch of snow in Vir- 
ginia, the dreaded frost in the cotton states is still 
deferred. The market for securities has been weak 
in spite of relief in the money market and some very 
favorable reports, The tratic arrangement between 
the Union Pacific and Chicago and Northwestern Is 
thought to foresbadow the abandonment of the ex- 
presi:ient’s association and the attempt to secure 
consolidations, Earning 10‘% per cent larger than 
last year for February thus far, but the Pennsyl< 
Vania's statement for September shows 
a very scanty increase and causes 
disappointment. Thetreasury has done little to 
help or hinder, but has increased Its cash holdings 
$900,000 for the week. 

On the whole, speculative markets are not prom- 
ising, and judiciously let alone by the public, but 
the outlook for all departments of legitimate busi- 
ness is more encouraging than it has been fora long 
time. 

Business failures dnring last week number for the 
United States 188 and for Canada 37. Forthecorre- 
sponding week last year the figures were 222 failures 
in the United States and 32 in the Dominion of 
Canada.

You see, a 
concern which does a general advertising re- 
ceives so many applications by mail that it’s 
simply impossible for them to attend to busi- 
mess that way. One New York man told me 
his mail averaged over 250 such applications. a 
day.”

**More advertising is done in New York and 
Massachusetts than ir all the other states com- 
bined. More is done in New York city than 
in any other four cities in the country. The 
largest advertiser on earth is a New York man, 
Dr. R. B. Pierce, of Buffalo. He spends 
$900,000 annually for advertising his dispen- 
sary and proprietary medicines in the United 
States alone. Taken altogether his advertis- 
ing bill is over $1,000,000 ayeer. Probably the 
next largest in this country are J. C. Ayers 
and C. I. Hood, the sarsaparilla firms, in 
Lowell, Mass. I saw one advertising contract 
by Hood for $10,000, The heaviest advertiser 
in southern newspapers is the Louisiana State 
lottery. They spend between $300,000 and 
$400,000 annually. One reason they advertise 
g0 generally in southern papers is that thee 
are prevented by law from advertising in most 
northern and eastern states. The Potter Drug 
aud Chemical Co., of Boston, spend $300,000 
to $400,000 a year. :

“‘Thoy don’t all receive you alike. New 
England business men, asa usual thing, are 
politest and best tempered. New Yorkers, on 
the other hand, expect every man to look out 
for himself. They are always in a hurry. 

“It isn’t so, either, as you might imagine, 
that the biggest advertisers are the ones least 
accommodating. 

“The invariable rule is, don’t get 
in the way. Consult his convenience—not your 
own. Don’t pay any attention to what a fellow 
says, if he says ‘no’, but don’t try to bull doze. 
Cheek ?—well, yes, it does. Now, I’m going 
about 600 miles, to Toronto, to get that ‘ad’. 
I must have it. That’s what you wou!d call 
‘cheek,’ isu’tit. I don’t. It’s business. Now 
— notice in the next issueand see if it ain’t 
there,”’ 

I promised to look for it, and two or three 
days sgo I was reminded of the promise.

A Negro Confesses to an Attempted Out- 
rage and Is Hanged. 

CoLumsvs, Miss., October 26.—[Special.}]— 
About three weeks ago an attempt was made 
by a strange negro to outrage the person of a 
young lady near here, but her cries brought 
timely assistance and the brute fled. Every 
effort was made to find him.. Several arrests 
were made and the parties taken before the 
lady to be identified, but she had each one re 
leased, but at last a negro detective was em- 
ployed to work up the case, and a few days 
ago he had a negro arrested in Tupelo and 
brought here, who, at first, gave an alias, but 
finally admitted his name was Joe Haria. 

Yesterday he was taken to the young lady, 
who said he was the right man. He was tried 
before a local justice of the peace, and the ev- 
idence against him was so conclusive that he 
was remanded to jail, whereupon he made a 
full confession of his guilt to the magistrate, 
who took down his statement. He was then 
given in charge of five officers of the law and 
sent to the Columbus jail. When about seven 
miles from here the party was surrounded by 
acrowd of one hundred men, who took the 
prisoner and hung him to a tree. 

The negroes in the community where the 
outrage was attempted were as earnest in their 
efforts to have the perpetrator arrested and 
hung as were the whites. Although the lynch~ 
ers arenot known, still the unanimous senti- 
ment of our people is with them, aud they 
want.it thoroughly understood: that there is 
but one punishment for such offenses, and 
that no exceptions are ever made.

STRAIGHTENING THEM UP. 


Tragedies Will Not Be So Frequent on the 
Kentucky Border. 
KNOXVILLE, Tenn., October 26.—The su

Shortly before noon 
he had summoned forty men, armed with pis- 
tols and a few with shotguns, 
and with these he _ started for the 
Ashworth neighborhood, which is 
about seven or eight miles from Oneonta. 
They reached the Ashworth farm about $ 
o'clock in the afternoon. Scattering out they 
sursounded it and then began to close up, ex- 
amining every thicket and clump of bushes as 
they went. This operation was kept up until 
about 5 o’clock. By that time the circle bad 
gotten so small that the scouting party were 
in speaking distance of one another, and the 
chase was growing intensely exciting. The 
men were moving cautiously and with bated 
breath, when there came 
A PUFF OF SMOKE 
from aclump of bushes almost in the center of 
‘the circle, followed quickly by the crack of a 
rifle, and at the same instant young Hy Ander- 
ton fell dead with a bullet in his forehead. 
Bang, bang, bang, came the shots in quick 
Succession. In asecond more two others of 
the posse on each side of young Anaerton fell, 
and the hunted desperadoes dashed out of the 
bushes and made their escape through the gap 
ii the line that had been made by their 
well directed shooting. They had evi- 
dently calculated to do with their 
fre just what they did—cut the line, 
and the result shows how well they had reck- 
oned and how well they executed.

Their fire was: warmly 
returned, and a hundred shots or more were 
fired at the rapidly retreating figures, but 
Without any apparent effect.. The fusilade 
ed about a minute, when both men disap— 
peared from sight in the dense forest growth. 


preme court today decided wu case unprece- 
dented in the history of Tennessee. Last Jan- 
uary Henly Sutton, a prominent stock—-buyer 
of Hanceck county, was fired upon by men in 
ambush and killed. Suspicion pointed to five 
men, John (or Big Jolin) Anderson, Jobn H., 
Elisha and Clinton Bernard. They were all 
closely related to each other, and a family feud 
had long been raging between them and the 
Suttons. The Bernards were arrested and 
tried in the circuit court of Hancock on the 
saine indictment, convicted and senteneed to be 
hanged. An appeal was taken to the supreme 
court and that body confirmed the sentence of 
the lower court. They will be hanged on De- 
cetnber 23d, It isa remarkable case in several 
particulars;.and the first on record where _five 
men were tried for murder on the same indict- 
ment and convicted. 

At the same term of-the lower court six 
mon were sentenced to be hamged, and several 
sent tothe penitentiary for long terms for 
homicide. The first sentence to hang ever 
given in the county was given at that term. 
Hancock county, which adjoins Kentucky, has 
been long known for bloody feuds and fatal 
shuoting affrays, but the decision today, it is 
thought, will start a new order of things in the 
mountains.

Alterations of the socialist law is not ap- 
proved by any section of the reichstag except- 
ing the conservatives. Nationals and cen- 
trists disfavor perinanent duration of the law 
as depriving the house ef its present controll- 
ing power to amend the law every two years. 
In order to sweeten the proposal the govern- 
ment modifies some of its strictest provisions. 
Thus, a newspaper, suppressed for one offensive 
article, will stopped after two 
offenses. The power of police to cancel 
licenses to taverns frequented by socialists is 
abolished. Further, a meeting does not re- 
quire previous police sanction, though it will 
remain liable to closure. It is probable that 
the majority will reject the permanent Dill, 
and that a substitute of five years’ duration 
will be passed. The progressionists made a 
motion that newspapers illegaily suppressed 
have the right to obtain damaged if the sup- 
pression should be cancelled.

ond Tuxedo at Asheville, founding 
an industrial colony, organizirg a huge 
winter sanitarinm, etc. The facts are that-Mr. 
Vanderbilt, who is.a lover of natural. scenery. 
and fine climate, became so impressed with 
the advantages of Asheville in these particu- 
lars while on a visit there two years ago thaé.. 
he has purchased a tract of about five. thou- 
sand acres extending along the valley of the 
French Broad river for several miles, and in- 
tends erecting on the heights overlooking the .

Dissatisfied With Rates. 


Dusiin, Ga., October 26.—[Special.J—A 
telegram was received at Dublin from the 
- authorities of the Empire and Dublin railroad, 
stating that therate from Empire to Savannah 
‘would be forty cents per hundred on cotton. 
This telegram is in auswer to a committee of 
twenty-five citizens to confer with the Empire 
and Dublin railroad to get cheaper rates than 
they now have over the Wrightsville and Ten- 
wille railroad to Savannah 

The present rate on cotton from Dublin to 
Savannah is thirty-five cents per hundred, so 
it is much cheaper than forty cents per hun- 
dred from Empire, as freight would have to 
be hauled from Dublin via the Empire and 
Dublin to Empire for shipment. The object 
was to force the Wrightsville and Tennille to 
lower freight rates through the Empire and 
Dublin, but at these figures it 1s ‘‘impossibie 
and can’t be done.”’

THE COLORED ASSOCIATION. 


A Big Assembly of Colored Worshipers in 
Dougherty County. 

ALBANY, Ga., October 26.—[Special.]—The 
largest gathering ever held in this vicinity 
took placv at Oak Lawn, where a large church 
was built in ante-bellum times. Within a 
lovely grove, such as the famous oaky woods 
of this section are filled with, stands this house 
of worship, a monument to the religious zeal 
of our forefathers. Since the war this edifice 
has been turned over to the n , the 
whites having nearly deserted their planta- 
tion homes and moved to town, where the 
younger generation have made names for 
themselves in prominent business enterprises, 

The negroes have, with their fondness for 
obliterating the old landmarks of slavery times, 
endeavored to change the name of this location. 
Instead of Oak Lawn they have dubbed it 
Oaky Hill by which cognoman it is known 
among them, though the white still retains its 
original picturesque and appropriate title. 

ak Lawn is situated eight miles from Al- 
bany, directly opposite Greenwood, the great 
plantation of the Crugers, and in the vicinity 
of Byron and other large estates. 

At this piace on Thursday, Friday and Sat- 
urday was held a Colored Baptist association. 
Rev. George Johnson,the tor at Oak Lawn, 
was moderator. One@thundred and fifty dele- 
gates attended, coming from all portions of the 
state, Atlanta, Savannah and other cities be- 
=. opr. 

ith theirfondness for religious exercises 
the negroes ked to the association in vast 
numbers. 

Said Mr. A. N. Walker, of Greenwood: 
“I never saw such a vast concourse 
assembled there before. It is estimated 
that between 5,000 and 6,000 persons were 

resent. I know there must have been fully 
ourthousand anyway. There was a dense 
mass ofthem. It looked like anarmy. The 
church, though large, could not hold them 
though as many entered as possible during the 
exercises. Ataformer gathering here there 
had been much disorder, gambling and other 
vices being indulged in by the vicious who 
followed the crowd. 

At the opening of the association, the mod- 
erator addressed the sea of heads and told the 
multitude that he intended preserving strict 
order. Anyone shooting pistols or engaging 
in om criminal or vicious act would be re- 
ported to the authorities and held strictly 
accountable for their actions. 

It proved to the most orderly 
meeting that I ever saw among 
white or black. They did not even speak ina 
loud voice. They wereall well dressed and 
well behaved. While so much is being said 
about the races in the south I want the great 
CONSTITUTION to know how well the colored 
people of southwest Georgia can behave when 
thousands are gathered together. 

The negroes were taken care of as well as 

ible among the negroes on the surround- 
ng plantations, they entered with great in- 
terest into the religious exercises which were 
admirably conducted, and at their conclusion 
quietly dispersed to their homes.’’ 


DALTON’S MILITARY. 


The Citizens Taking Great Interest in the 
New Company. 


Datton, Ga., October 26—[Special.]—On 
Tuesday last, Adjutant-General Keel, ordered 
the inspection of the Dalton Guards, Captain 
Steel, of the Hill City Cadets, Rome, Ga., as 
inspector. At10 o’clock Captain Steel ar- 
rived and was met by a volanteer squad of 
guards and commissioned officers and escorted 
to the hotel, where every courtesy was shown 
him.

But it was found out that he was the wrong 
negro, and instead of being Charles Harris, he 
proved to be Bill McRae. If he had not been 
so quick to have shot, not doubt he would 
have been a free live man today.

“IRA C. VAN DUZER 


ON HIS LATE DIFFICULTY WiTH 
JUDGE LUMPKIN. 


He Gives His Version of the Reasons Which 


Led to the Troubles, and Details the Sub- 


sequent Negotiations, 


Eprrors ConsTiTuTIon : Since the occurrence 
you have published several incorrect accounts 
of the affair between Judge Samuel Lumpkin 
and myself which took place in Hartwell on 
the 20th ult. I therefore ask that you now 
publish my account of the matter. 

I had hoped that it would not be necessary 
for me to go into the newspapers with the mat- 
ter, as I consider it'a porsonal difficulty which 
ought to have been left to the parties them- 
selves for settlement’ But it seems that the 
judge’s friends were not willing to pursue this 
method. Hence, the dilligence that has 
been shown to do the judge justice, 
as it is agit. I am willing that ect justice 
be done the judge, and that both his private 
and public character and record shall be de- 
fended. I am further willing that any of his 
friends who desire shall undertake the job. 
But while the judge, through his friends, is 
asking at the hands of the press and public 
that justice be done him, I think the and 
the public will be no less willing to deal with 
me in the same spirit of fairness, though I be 
not a judge. 1, therefore, offer the following, 
which, as I understand, are the facts in the 


case. 

On Thursday, the 17th of September past, 
there was called in the superior court of Hart 
county the case of William Powell et al. vs. J. 
Ben Thornton; an action for the recovery of 
the homestead interest in a tract of land now 
owned and occupied by Mr. Thornton. Mo- 
Curry & Proffit representing the plaintiffs; J. 
N. Worley, W. L. Hodges and myself appear- 
ing for the defendant. I having been first 
employed in the case, its courthouse manage- 
ment Was put upon me. 

In 1885 the land in dispute was levied = 
as the property of illiam Pdéwell: The 
plaintiffs in execution claiming that thefhome- 
stead taken by William Powell in the land had 
terminated. This William Powell denied and 
came into court and claimed the property ex- 
empt from levy and sale as homestead prop- 
erty. 

uestion as to whether the homostead 
had terminated or not was given to the jury, 
who found that the property was subject to 
execution, The sheriff sold the land and Mr. 
Thornton became the purchaser and went into 
ssion. At the September term, in 1889, 
Villiam Powell, representing his wife and 
minor chiidren by his second marriage, sued 
Mr. Thornton for the homestead 
interest in the land. And it was this case that 
was being tried on the 17th; the defendant had 
lead ‘‘res adjudicate,”’ to sustain which plea 
offered in evidence the record of the claim 
case tried in 1885. When this record was 
offered, and before any objection had been 
mude to its admission, the court took recess for 
dinner, Plaintiff’s counsel took the recordand 
looked over it during the dinner hour. When 
the court met they offered some objections to 
a portion of the record about as follows: To 
subpoena for witness in claim case, which hap 
pened to be among the papers. To bill of 
costs made out by the clerkin the claim case, 
and to paper showing sale of land and disposi- 
tion of funds made by the sheriff. All of these 
the defendant agreed should go out as not be- 
ing relevant. The plaintiff’s attorneys then 
made these further opjections: to one fi. fa. for 
insufficiency of levy, to four other justice court 
fi. fas. as irrelevant, and ae eee in the 
claim case, because it was judgment for costs. 
All of these objection the court overruled 
and admitted the record. Other portions of 
the record, consisting of affidavits of the plain- 
tiffs in fi. fa. asserting that the homestead had 
terininated and the aflidavit of William Powell 
denying that fact and claiming‘the land under 
the homestead, were not objected to atall. 
The record thus in, the plaintiffs sought to 
prove by parol testimony that the right of the 
resent wife and minor children of William 
owell had not been adjudicated in the former 
action. The defense offered contra proof, 
While this contest was going on, the 
judge from the bench voluntarily decided 
that the whole of the record must go out. 
On Wednesday the judge called me to him om 
the bench and said: ‘Van, I don’t want you 
to get mad with me about that Powell case.” 
I assured the judge that I was not mad, but 
told him that my feelings had been somewhat 
hurt, because he ruled out that record without 
being asked todoso. He assured me that he 
did not intend to hurt my feelings, which ex- 
planation was entirely satisfactory to me, but 
of course did not change the fact. The matter 
then ended until Friday, the 20th, when I pre- 
sented a motion for new trialin the case, the 
eighth ground of which was as follows: 

Because the court erred in ruling out as tes- 
timony ex mero motu.the record of a former 
claim case, etc. The judge then asked me to 
strike out the words ‘Ex mero motu,” stating 
that he didn’t want to go before the supreme 
court in that light, and I could get the full 
benefit of the ground without those words. I 
replied that it was the truth of the matter, 
and I would like to get the benefit of the 
fact if there were any to ad. 
This remark seemed to anger the judge 
and he aaid, ‘‘It is not the truth, and if I cer- 
tify toit I certify to a falsehood,’’ and drew 
his peu through the words ‘‘ex mero motu.” 
This remark I took as directed to me person- 
ally and of course became offended. After 
court had adjourned andthe judge and his 
party had returned from an evening’s ride, and 
was re in the street in front of the hotel, 
I approached the party alone and said: ‘‘Judge, 
do you consider your court at an end so far as 
protectjon to your person is toncerned.”’ 

“T certainly do.’ 

I said, ‘‘then I demand that you retract what 
ou said to me in the courthouse this even- 
ng,’”’ to which he replied: 

“IT emphatically decline todo anything of 

the kind,”’ 

I then struck him in the face, which he re- 
sented as vigorously as possible. As soon as 
this encounter was overthe judge renounced 
any intention of giving me any offense, where- 
upon I openly apologized to him for what Ihad 
done. his apology he refused to accept. 
Nothing more was done or said by me about 

he matter until the 7th of this month (Octo- 
tr) when I forwarded the judge this letter:

Hardly a day passes but what there isa gin 
house burned in Georgia. Frequently there 
is a large amount of cotton destroyed with the 
buildings. They are seldom insured, as the 
rates are so high that the owners are unwil- 
ling to pay them and the insurance won ny 
do not seek such risks. There cannot be too 
much care taken abeuta gin. Even the most 
careful are sometimes caught. 

Do not leave your cotton at the gin. As soon 
as the bales are packed get it away. It may 
be a little trouble and inconvenience to go 
after it, but it is best not to take chances.

EpITors CONSTITUTION: AsI understand it, THE 
CONSTITUTION takesthe position onthe ‘“‘better- 
ment’’ question that, without conceding any part 
of the claim of the lessees, it 1s the part of wisdom 
for the state to meet the lessees in an effort to settle 
the question before the new lease is made, Further, 
that as this question must bear very directly on the 
next lease, the value of the road must depend ac- 
cordingly on its freedom from the encumbrances of 
claims or litigatiOns; and, this being true, you take 
the position that it is important that the matter be 
adjusted, if possible, and ag soon as possible, If 
this is correct, and the right of payment Is not con- 
ceded, Iam of the opinion that the position is 
thoroughly tenable, and that it will be indorsed by 
all business men, TAXPAYER, 

Newnan, Ga., October 26, 1889. 


Our correspondent looks at this matter in 
very much the same light as does THE 
CONSTITUTION, and, in the main, correctly 
understands our position. 

We concede nothing. On the othar hand, 
our opinion is that the state should not pay 
one dollar for bettermgnts. But it cannot 
be denied that the matter of taxes collected 
in Tennessee, and of the rolling stock, is of 
sufficient importance to involve the settle- 
ment of these claims in doubt, at least.” The 
lessees actually hold fi. fas ayainst the 
property in Tennessee, for every cent paid 
in taxes to that state. 

We: have urged that some effort at an 
understanding be made because we want 
the question out of the way when bids are 
to be made on the new lease. We have 
urged that the legislature take some step 
looking toward an adjustment of the matter, 
because we think that it is of immeasurably 
more importance to the state that the ques- 
tion be settled, as it must be, by the state, 
than by the courts of Tennessee or the 
federal courts. Thirteen miles of the state’s 
property is in Tennessee, and there are a 
thousand and one ways of entangling it in 
the courts, notwithstanding the fact that 
the state cannot be sued. 

We cannot see how any harm can arise 
out of an honest effort to adjust this matter. 
Governor Gordon has urged the importance 
of the new lease being unincumbered, and 
we emphasize every word that he has said, 
believing that if the matter of the claims of 
the lessees can be adjusted, the road being 
thereby put on the market disintangled and 
ready for clear cut bids, that it will yield 
the state annually a hundred thousand 
dollars more than if it is wrapped up in 
litigation. 

This is our position, and we are willing 
to stand on it.

THE. DREAD OF DEATH. 


Facts That Seem to Prove That Men de Not 
Fear to Die. 
.From the New Idea. 

Sir Lion Playfair, in a letter to Junius Henri 
Browne, author of a paper with the above title, 
says: ‘“‘Having represented a large constitu 
ency (the University of Edinburgh) for seven- 
teen years as a member of parliament, I natu- 
rally came in contact with the most eminent. 
medical men in England. Ihave put the 
question to most of them, ‘Did you, in your 
extensive practice,ever know. a patient who 
was afraid to die?’ With two exceptions they 
answered ‘No.’ 

“One of these exceptions was Sir Benjamin 
Brodie, who said he had seen one case. The 
other was Sir Robert Christian, who had seen 
one case, that of a girl of bad character who 
had a sudden accsdent. I have known three 
friends who were partially devoured by wild 
beasts under apparently hopeless circumstances 
of escape. The first was Livingstone, the great 
African traveller, who was knocked on his 
back by a lion, which began to munch on his 
arm. He assured me that he felt no fear or pain 
and that his only feeling was one of intense curi- 
osity as to which part of the body the lion would 
take next. 

“The next was Rustem|Pasha, now Turkish 
ambassador in Loadon. <A bear attacked him 
and tore off part of hia hand and part of his 
arm and shoulder. Healso assured me that 
he had neither pain nor fear, but that he felt 
excessivély angry because the bear grunted 
with so much satisfaction in munching him. 

“The third case is that of Sir Edward Brad- 
ford, an Indian officer now occupying a high 
position in the Indian‘office. He was seized in 
a solitary place by a tiger, which held him 
firmly behind the shoulders with one paw and 
then déliberately devoured the whole of his 
arm, beginning at the end and ending at the 
shoulder. He was positive that he had no sen- 
sation of fear, and thinks that he felt a little 
pein when the fangs went through his hand,

THE BUTCHERY UF BABIES, 


A Plea for the Protection of Infants From 
the City’s Murderous Milk. 
From the Philadelphia Press. : 

Dr. John M. Keating, in an instructive pa- 
per on the food of children in the Medical and 
Surgical Reporter, urges that milk, sterilized 
by steam, be supplied to the poor in sealed bot- 
tles. If this would reduce infant mortality, as 
Dr. Keating claims, and he is a high authority 
on the subject, and could be done at enough of 
a profit to carry on the business, as he asserts, 
tnere is room here for a public charity a good 
deal far more needed than more hospitals. 

The infaut deaths of our great cities will 
some day shock men as the infaticide of the 
Ganges shocks us now, and on some counts it 
is more merciful to destroy children by a swift 
death than to leave them to die in agony by 
thousands from cholera infantum and like woes 
brought on by impure milk. Yet we make no 
laws to prevent its sale; give mothers no edu- 
cation to prevent its use, and furnish those of 
limited means no place where good milk can 
be bought. 

So the butchery of the babies goes on.

LALKS WITH THE TALKERS, 


How THry TREATED RENEGADES.—‘"‘ While 
I was a prisoner in Fort Delaware with the 
Lieutenant Shearer who was mistaken for his 
cousin,” said Captain Tip Harrison yesterday, 
‘‘a large number of men got tired of hard 
quarters and rough living and took the oath of 
allegiance. Assoon as they did so they were 
taken toa part of the prison known as the 
Galvanized pen and given blue clothes. These 
men faired sumptuously every day and 
they also had the contempt of all their form 
er associates. At Lieutenant Shearer’s mess 
there wasa lieutenant of cavalry from Vir- 
giniaand everybody could see that he was 
tired of his prisoner’s fare and was contem- 
plating some change. One day he asked to 
see the commanding officer, and when a ser- 
geant came for him it got whispered about 
that he had gone to take theoath. Aftera 
while he came back with a sergeant to protect 
him and began collecting his duds. Shearer was 
an immense big man, and when he saw what 
his messmate had done, he proposed to the 
men who still remained true to the cause that 
they should show their displeasure in an un- 
mistakable way. Two big blankets were 
quickly secured and when the recreant was 
ready to leave his former messmates seized 
him. In a moment he was thrown into the 
blanket and it was drawn suddenly tight, and 
with a yell he shotup into the air. Before the 
Sm was well out of him he struck the 

lanket again and all the breath was knocked 
from his body. Time aiter time he was tossed 
up, and every toss he went higher, sometimes 
he fellin a heap and sometimes flat. His 
arms and legs tlew about, and every time he 
came down i tried to catch hold of some- 
thing. It wasallnouse, however, until the 
boys got tired. Then swearing revenge he 
was led off to the galvanized pen. 

Half an hour later a sergeant’s guard came 
for Shearer. We knew the renegade had 
made a complaint, and we all felt sure Shearer 
was going to be badly punished. In a few 
minutes we heard wild shrieks of agony com- 
ing from the galvanized pen. Every moment 
they grew louder. Then suddenly Shearer’s 
big body appeared over the pailings of the 
pen for a second, and we all realized what 
it meant. The commanding officer had given 
orders that he should be taken and tossed 
by the men in the pen just as he had tossed 
the officer, who had taken the oath of alle- 
gience. When Shearer came back he was 
the sorest man I ever saw.

“UNCLE 


Who is there, in Georgia, that never heard 
of “Uncle Ben,” Duggar, of Fannin? 

Uncle Ben, though he was a union man dur- 
ng the war and is still a republican, is one of 
the most popular members of the legislature. 

He is a typical old mountaineer, true to his 
convictions, honest ay daylight, a friend to his 
friends—that’s Uncle Ben. 


“He is one of the most striking figures in the 


house. He cares about as little for appear- 
ances as the rocks do in Fannin. His head is 
covered with a heavy growth of white hair, 
and that usually with a worn and battered red 
derby. 


UNCLE BEN. ’ 

The crutches were cut out of a poplar plank, 
the work being done with a jack-knife. 

‘*My son-in-law cut ’em out,’’ the owner ex- 
plains always, ‘‘and I think he tried to make 
’em as much like me as he could.’’ 

The old man wears comfortable big carpet 
slippers. On state occasions, when it is abso- 
lutely essential that the slippers stay on his 
feet, they are tied on with white cotton strips. 

He has a great contempt for cigars and cig- 
arettes, and clings fondly to his old cane-stem 
cob pipe. The long stem can be seen usually 
protruding from his pocket. 

For tailors, even more than for cigarettes, 
the old man has a practical and deep-seated 
aversion. Hs 

Uncle Ben was born in Johnson county, 
Tenn., then Carter county, December 7, 1813. 

B sy is, therefore, nearly seventy-six years 
old. 

“T was the tenth child,” said-he, a few days 
ago, “and the nizth son in rotation. When I 
was a& baby my father went off to the Jackson 
war.’ 

The old man paused in a thoughtful, medi- 
tative fashion. He looked as if he still re- 
membered the sad scene at home when the 
news came that hisfather had been captured 
by the Indians and cut up and roasted. 

‘‘Was he killed?’ I ventured to ask him 
presently. 

‘‘Killed,”’ echoed the cold man. “No sir-ree. 
He came back home and had ten more chil- 
dren.” ‘ 

The stories about Uncle Ben’s early loves 
and lover’s adventures would fill a scrapbook. 

He was, as he puts it, ‘‘a right peart some- 
body” in his younger days. He could out run 
and out jump any man in Fannin county, and 
never was “‘dowred’”’ in the old-fashioned 
Indian hug—no tripping allowed. 

Naturally enough he had many admirers 
amongst the mountain girls. 

He finally married the widow Taylor,a 
daughter of Mr. Jesse Campbell. 

Uncle Ben always farmed a little, but his 
‘‘main business’’ was the stock trade. He 
knows a good deal about mining and has been 
peculiarly fortunate in locating some of the 
richest mines in his section. © was a shiewd 
trader, always ready with a joke, and ‘“‘jes 
born,’’ to quote himself again, ‘“‘with a habit 
of tightin’ feet foremos’.”’ 

He hunted bears and deer and shot wild tur- 
keys, fished a little, farmed_a little and traded 
a good deal until the war © on. 

hen Uncle Ben had to hide out. 

Those were stormy times and there are some 
chapters missing right along here that he don’t 
like to tell. 

His neighbors took down their rifles and 
went off to Virginia, and the old man took his 
rifle and went to the woods. 

The best story he tells about the war, though, 
is the time he run thirty-one rebels through 
three states. 

“T kept ’em goin’ for two weeks,’’ says he, 
‘an’ if they didn’ git over three states in a 
hurry then I’malyin’.’”’ . 

‘*You run thirty-one soldiers for two weeks ?’’ 

**Yes, sir.’’ 

‘All by yourself?’’ 

‘Yes, sir; by my lone self.”’ 

The old man watches the puzzled, incredu 
lous look settle down on your face, and then 
adds slyly:
